MEXICO  CITY,  March  21.— Thirty-six 
hours  after  the  arrival  Irt  the  capital  of 
Minister  .lose  Yves  Limantour,  the  man 
heralded    as    the    one    who    would    brlntf 
peace    to   Mexico,    there  was   evident   to- 
night no  sign  of  cessation  of  hostilitlps. 
Madero's  forces  in  the  north  were  ac- 
tively carrying  out  their  campalsn,  ami 
the    war    department    had    not    rescinded 
any  of  its  orders  for  opposing.  Civil  war 
exists  now  as  It  did  the  day  before  the 
minister   arrived,    and    those      who      had 
h<»ped    that    his    coming    would    mean    a 
speedy    solution    of    the    problem    admit 
that  the   minister    was   In   earnest   when 
he  said  he  bore  fron;  the  rebels  no  terms 
of    peace    and    that    he    had    no    deflnlto 
plans    for    cndiiiK    the    revoiutlon.    That 
Minister   Limantour   may   have  ttxcellent 
ideas   of   reform,    was   considered  not   at 
ail  Improbable.  He  has  Instituted  reforms 
In  Mexico  before  and  only  General  Dlax 
himself    has    been    credited    with    doing 
more   to   place   the   natlOn     in     a     high 
rank. 

But  Limantour  on  the  day  of  his  ar- 
rival, said  It  was  "noc  for  him  to  an- 
nounce plans  or  reform,  that  was  for 
General  Diaz." 

He  has  held  conversations  with  the 
president  since  his  i^eturn,  but  no  an- 
nouncement has  been  made.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  a  statement  will  be  made, 
but  unless  two  things  are  agreed  to, 
there   la.iltye  hope  ot  peace. 

Unless  the  government^  agrees  to  pro- 
vide for  another  jjatlonai  election  and 
to  permit  the  rebels  to  fetaln  their 
arms  while  carrying  out  a  truce,  there 
can  be  nothing  but  a  conUnuatlon  <ft 
the  fighting,  according  to  the  rebels.

The  atiplicatlon  also  asks  for  In- 
JuiTCtions  restraining  the  company 
from  electing  its  officers  and  trustees 
in  the  manner  In  which  such  elections 
are  now  held  and  for  expending  any 
part  of  the  tontine  for  any  purposes 
ether  than  those  connected  .with  the 
nsurance  issued  by  the  company.  It 
is  alleged  that  the  offentjens,  contrary 
to  law,  and  for  the  purpose  of  "mak- 
ing unjust  and  unlawful  profit  out  of 
the  opportunities  of  their  positions, 
made  loans  on  the  security  not  dnly 
of  the  reserve  fund  of  the  conipany, 
but  on  the  accumulateti  deferred  divi- 
dends."

an  act  was  passed  empowering  the 
government  to  enter  Into  an  agreement 
with  the  Washington  authorities,  it  be- 
ing expected  that  concurrent  legisla- 
tion would  be  adopted  by  the  United 
States  Congress;  but  it  was  not.  At 
this  time  the  Lafwntaine- Baldwin  ad- 
ministjation  was  in  office,  and  it  is 
hardl.v  necessary  to  remind  the  Min- 
ister of  Inland  Revenue  that  this  was 
a  Liberal  or  Reform  ministry.

He  founded  the  Exam- 
iner, of  Toronto,  and  the  Pilot,  of 
Montreal,  both  papers  supporting  the 
Reform  or  Libera:i  party.  During  his 
itrrn  of  office,  that  is  in  1853,  negotia- 
tions were  resumed  with  the  United 
States  for  a  reciprocity  treaty.  Lord 
Elgin  went  to  Washington  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  he  was  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Hincks.  The  negotiations  were  suc- 
cessful, and  the  treaty  was  signed  on 
June  6th,  1854.  The  Hincks  ministry 
liasted  until  September.  1854,  when  it 
was  overthrown  and  the  Macnab- 
Morin  government  took  its  place.  This 
government* was  a  coalition,  and  com- 
)irised  six  Liberals  and  four  Conser- 
vatives. One  of  the  latter  was  Sir  John 
Macdonald,  who  held  the  office  of  At- 
torney-General. 

I'rom  these  historical  facts  it  will 
bo  seen  that  Mr.  Templeman  spoke 
without  first  informing  himself  as  to 
the  facts.

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk 
in  the  East  about  the  iprospects  of  a 
Dominion  election  on  the  reciprocity 
Issue.  It  Is  known  that  some  of  the 
government  supporters  are  veVy  keen 
for  a  contest^.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick,  which  provinces,  it  Is 
feared,  may  lose  in  representation  by 
the  readjustment  after  the  forthcom- 
ing census,  and  where  the  Liberal  lead- 
ers believe  reciprocity  would  enable 
them  to  sweep  the  field.  In 
Quebec  the  fact  that  the  iNatlonalists 
have  declared  for  reciprocity  Is  said 
to  lead  some  of  the  Prime  Minister's 
friends  to  desire  an  appeal  to  the 
people  before  the  cleavage  between 
the  old-time  Liberals  and  the  party 
led  by  Mr.  Bourassa  grows  any  wider. 
Mr.  Haultaln's  strong  advocacy  of  re- 
ciprocity has  encouraged  the  >  belief 
that  the  Prairie  Provinces  will  stand 
by  the  government  on  that  Issue. 

The  Ottawa  Citizen,  a  Conservative 
paper,  but  one  that  is  usually  well  in- 
formed lipon  what  is  going  on  In  gov- 
ernment circles,  says  that  the  expec- 
tation of  an  election  is  not  at  all 
generally  entertained  among  members 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  It  cites  a 
prominent  Western  member  as  saying 
that  whatever  may  be  the  feeling  of 
the  western  constituencies  in  resijfcct 
to  reciprocity,  they  would  greatly  re- 
sent the  partial  disfranchisement  that 
would  be  the  result  of  holding  an  elec- 
tion before-  refiistributlon  according 
to  the  new  census.  It  is  thought  that 
Saskatchewan  aiJiS  Alber»a.  will  gain 
from  ten  to  fifteen  new  members,  and 
there  would  be  much  Indignation  in 
those  provinces  if  they  were  debarred 
from  the  advantage  of  this  gnin  iliiriiiK 
the  next  parliament. 


An  ejt-governor  of  Missouri  has 
risen  to  remark  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  is 
not  down  and  out.

Cooke     Lumber   Co.:    .The     plainUffs 
owned     and     operated    a    sawmill   at 
Troctor,  B.  C.,  on  Kootenay  Lake,  and 
tho   defendants     were      also     millmen 
carr>inK   on   business   at  Kasio,   B.    C. 
On    May '31st,    lUlO,    the    manager    of 
the  defendant  company  applied  to  the 
plaintiffs   for  the   loan   of  some   boom 
sticks   and    chains   for   use   in   picking 
up    logs    belonging    to    the    defendant 
company     then     adrift     in     Kootenay 
Lake.     The  plaintiffs  manager  agreed 
to    lend    the    boom    sticks    and    chains 
on     condition      that     the     defendants 
would   move  for  him  a  large  fcoom  of 
li>sa   from   a    point   In   Kootenay   Lake 
near    the    plaintiffs'    mill    to    another 
point  more  adjacent  to  the  mill,  a  dis- 
tance   in    all   of   about    500    feet.

There  Is  no  feature,  «f  O«?'*oclal 
lifo  more  noticeable  thitn  the  grrowth 
of  the  hal)lt  of  keeplngr  late  hours. 
Moat  j>eople  of  nild<Ue  age  remember 
when  ten  o'clock  was  bedtime.  At 
that  hour  young  folk  ware  expected 
to  be  at  home  except  on  the  rare  oc- 
casions when  at  some-  merry-making 
U  wa«i  ipeiiuiasibie  lo  Uisto  llie  de- 
lights of  the  "wee  sma'  hours  ayont 
the  twal."  Elderly  or  tired  p«ople 
thpuffht  It  no  disgrace  to  seek  repose 
at  half  past  eight  or  nine.  The  good 
people  of  those  days  looked  upon  late 
hours  In  the  nature  of  a  sin  and  the 
man  or  woman  "who  habitually  sat  up 
late   at   night   as  scarcely   respectable. 

N4»w.  ±be  -ajTieHest  social  gathering 
rarely  begins  before  half  past  eight. 
Even  boys  and  girls  would  consider 
themselves  Ill-used  If  their  guardians 
insisted  that  they  should  not  stay  out 
after  midnight.  People  who  have  a 
h»r4.  dw>  work  ath,ead  of  tliem  .very 
Qfteri  do  not  retire  before  one  and 
those  whose  chief  buslijesa  is  pleasure 
very  rarely  g<'t  what  used  to  be  know^n 
4s  "beauty  sleep.''  "To  burn  the  mid- 
night oil,"  'whi<?h  wa«  the  fr^-lal  privi- 
lege of  the  student  is'  now  a  commoji 
practice  tn  which  the  least  ^rned 
share.  All  this  would,  perhaps,  matter 
little  If  the  great  majority  of  those 
>Vho  keep  late  hours  could  sleep  In  the 
forenoon.  But  on  this  continent,  this 
Is  not  the  case.  There  is  only  a  small 
leisured  class.  Indeted,  as  a  rule,  the 
lieher  a  man  Is  the  hardier  he  works. 
The  wife  of  the  millionaire  has  social 
duties  which  often'  make  her  a  busier 
•woman  than  the  wife  of  her  gardener. 

there    never    was    more    of    this    to    do 
than   now. 

The  late  hours  which,  whether  we 
will  acknowledge  it  or  not,  contribute 
very  largely  to  the  nervouspe^,  which 
is  the  bane  of  the  agfe  are  not  nat- 
ural to  a  working  community.  They 
have  come  to  us  from  people  who 
really  have  leisure — the  people  who  tn 
great  cities  spend  the  "season"  In  a 
rouud  of  amusements  for  which  the 
nights  are  scarcely  long  enough. 
Among  these,  the  groat  landed  pro- 
prietors of  Great  Britain  are  promin- 
ent. 

A  great  change  has,  however,  he- 
gun  among  the  Britlsn  aristocracy  In 
this  re-spect.  The  "simpler  manners" 
^r  which  Tennyson  sighed  are  being 
aimed  at  by  many  Old  Country  host- 
esses;; At  the  house  parties  In  sonpe 
of  tile  be!ttJtlfu"l  couritri-  honied  *  the 
guests  retire  at  half  past  ten.  Bt-fore 
the  eight  o'clock  breakfast  everyone, 
except  the  hopelessly  middle-aged, 
goes  out  for  a  ride  or  walk  and  re- 
turns bright  and  glowing- -from  the 
exercise  to  enjoy  an  hour  0|?,<(anlraated 
conversation  Instead  of  dawdling  over 
a   lonely   meal. 

Outdoor  sports  follow  and  the 
ladles  .spend  an  hour  or  two  of  the 
afternoon  over  needlework.  The  old- 
fashioned  crochet  and  talking,  with  a 
revival  of  the. still  older  tapestry  work 
occupy  their  fingers  while  conversa- 
tion on  later  day  toplcd  keeps  the  in- 
tellect of  the  fair  workers  busy. 
There  Is  time  and  opportunity  for 
rest  and  quiet  If  the  need  for  it  IS 
felt.  It  will  be  Interesting  to  learn 
whether  such  restful  holidays  are 
popular  and  if  the  guests  enjoy  the 
dance  or  large  dinner  party  which  Is 
an  incident  In  these  visits  with  keen-, 
er  ze.st  than  when  they  were  nightly 
occurrence.-*.  It  is  possible  that  this 
movement  Is  the  beginning  of  a  great- 
ly-to-be-wlshed-for  reform.

This 
it.  the  case  now  r.nd  it  makes  Vic- 
to'la  out  of  fie  ,iTio3t  d^llKhtfi'l  of 
places  In  which  t>  llvs.  Thora  Is  no 
luxury  that  a  lamlly  v-in  eujo;'  great- 
er than  that  of  space  In  which  to  live. 
It  /is  to  be  hoped  that  in  this  new 
Victoria  which  Is  growing  up  so  fast 
the  8an\e  conditions  will  pre%ail  as 
made  the  old  town  a  place  where  chil- 
dren grew  up  to  be  strong  men  and 
healthy  womeil.

Columbia  will  read  with  interest  that 
arrangements  have  now  been  com- 
pleted by  the  officials  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  the  first  ser- 
ies of  springtime  lectures  through- 
out the  province  in  connection  with 
the  womens'  Institutes'  work,  on  sub- 
jects of  direct  and  practical  advan- 
tage to  the  home.  As  lecturers,  the 
minister  of  agriculture  and  his  staff 
have  been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  se- 
curing the  services  of  four  ladles, 
each  of  whom  In  her  specla;lty  ffta-nds 
pre-eminent,  and  each  of  whom  pos- 
sesses in  large  degree  the  factilty  of 
making  true  science  simple  and  eas- 
ily understandable  by  those  compos- 
ing the  audiences  addressed. 

In  Miss  Ravenhlll,  of  Shawnlgan. 
the  British  Columbia  authorities  have 
secured  one  who  Vas  formerly  recog- 
nized as  an  extra-distinguished  per- 
sonage in  womens'  work  in  the  Old 
Land.  Miss  Ravenhlll  was  formerly 
attached  to  the  nursing  staff  of 
King's  College,  London,  and  Is  spoken 
of  as  an  unchallengable  authority  on 
all  that  pertains  to  hygienic  educa- 
tion and  to  the  economy  of  the  home.

bargain  will  not  have  an  Injurious  ef- 
fect on  British  Columbia,  since  this 
province  has  boundless  sources  of 
in-osperity  and  is  not  dependent  upon 
any  one  Industry,  Nor  does  he  think, 
reciprocity  will  impair  Canada's  posi- 
tion with  respect^  to  Great  Britain,  or 
closer  trade  relations  with  the  United 
States  check  the  inflow  of  British 
cH.pllHl  now  seeking  and  finding  in- 
vestments  in   western   Canada. 

Sir  Kdward  In  effect  plainly  declar- 
ed himself  In  favor  of  ^he  bringing 
about  of  reciprocal  trade  relations  bc- 
tAveen  Canada  and  tho  United  States. 
He  pointed  out  that  at  present  more 
fruit  was  being  imported  by  British 
Columbia  from  the  United  States  than 
was  being  shipped  south  from  the 
iruitful  valleys  of  British  Columbia. 
Here,  freer  trade  could  not  change  the 
situation.  There  waa  -nc  question,  he 
said,  but  what  the  United  States  prob- 
ably po.ssessed  a  more  kindly  climate 
for  fruit  growing.  Moreover,  tte  fruit 
Industry  here  was  but  in  Its  infancy.

Columbia  to  he  unusually  rich  in  all 
manner  of  natural  resources.

the  products  of  the  mines  and  the

"At  home,"'sara  Sir  Edward,  "of 
late,  other  matters  have  been  hitting 
us  harder  than  ("Canada's  prouosed 
treaty  Asith  the  Amerlctms.  There  is 
the  House  of  Ix)rd8  and  the  Veto  pro- 
po.sal.  We,  in  Great  Britain,  cannot 
be  expected  to  give  the  present  Can- 
adian situation  a  great  deal  of  at- 
tention until  these  greater  questions 
at  home  are  dlsr>osed  of.  There  la  lit- 
tle Interest  in  England  over  Canadian 
reciprocity  and  opinions  that  have 
been  given  have  been  conservative  and 
equally  divided  for  and  against  tho 
Fielding-Taft   measure." 

.Further  discussing  British  politics, 
Sir  Edward  declared  that  there  -was 
at    present    a    lull. 

"We  will  have  no  quarrel  during 
tho  (Coronation  year,"  hr.  remarked 
happily. 

Canadian  investment,  in  the  eyes  of 
astute  Britishers,  were  never  consid- 
ered more  KAfur«»  that  dt  present.  Sir 
Edward  stuted.  Investments  hor«  from 
Great  Britain  were  bound  to  grow 
during  tho  present  year.  Railroads 
lands,  mines  and  Canadian  stocks  were 
populur  in  Great  Britain  and  would 
continue  such  so  long  as  Canadian 
business  men  followed  their  jTcscnt 
honest   and    conservative    policies. 

"You  must  remember,"  said  the  Eng- 
lish magnate,  "that  the  Britisher  likes 
to  Invest  his  money  under  the  British 
flag.  And  (Canada  Is  most  favored  of 
the  possessions  of  the  empire."

LONDON,  March  21.— The  Berlin 
correspondent  o-f  the  Westminster 
Gazette  sayS  that  one  of  the  most 
troublesome  problems  facing  German 
social  reformers  Is  the  lot  of  the 
youth  who  has  been  freed  from  the 
restraints  and  training  of  school,  but 
who  has  not  yet  atuilned  the  age  for 
entering  the  army  and  undergoing  a 
new  kind  of  discipline. 

The  years  between  14.  when  compvil- 
sory  schooling  ceases,  and  20,  when 
army  schooling  begins,  are  recognized 
from  the  point  of  view  of  both  phy- 
sical and  moral  development  to  be 
those  in  which  discipline  and  care  are 
most  cf  all  noodod.  Compulsory  con- 
tinuation schooling  cea.ses  at  17,  and 
is  nothing  like  universal  in  Prussia. 

It  is  generally  admlttod'  that  the 
rnndition  of  Germany's  school-free 
vnuth  la  anything  but  satisfactory. 
Hooliganism,  especially  in  large  cities, 
Is  very  common,  the  offenders  being 
;pearly  always  boys  who  are  under 
army  age.  There -is  a  great  deal  of 
youthful  drunkenness,  and  crimes  of 
di.shonesty  committed  by  groving  lads 
tend  to  'increase.  The  largo  cltle.s 
every  year  produce  a  smaller  and 
smaller  proportion  of  their  just  share 
of  physically  fit  soldiers,  and  the  de- 
flcicncy  has  to  be  made  up  by  country 
districts.      .  _.....
